He recommended a program 
which he said would result in 
total expenditures of seven bil- | 
lion dollars in state and federal | | 
funds for new elementary and | 
high schools in the same period. | 
The bulk of this would be put | 
up by states and communities. 

Mr. Eisenhower recommended 
the following four-point pro- | 
gram in a special message to 
Congress: 

1, Authority for the Gov- | 
ment to spend $750,000,000 to 
buy bonds of local school dis- 
tricts which cannot sell them 
in the open market at “rea- 
sonable interest rates.” The 
White House defined “reason- 
able” as 3% per cent or less. 

2. Authority to encourage

TO REVIEW ROGERS TAX CASE) qe a 


The United States Supreme 
Court at Washington yesterday 
refused to review a case in 
which the State of California 
sought to collect a $5023 inheri- 
tance tax judgment against the 
estate of Mary Agnes Rogers, 
former St. Louisan who died in 
California in 1945. 

In dismissing a writ of cer- 
tiorari, the Supreme Court left 
in force a decision by the St. 
Louls Court of Appeals holding 
that St. Louis Union Trust Co., 
trustee for the estate, was not 
liable for the taxes. The appeals 
court decision reversed an ear- | 
lier ruling by a St “Louis county | 
Circuit judge. -

$65,000 Fee Collected. 

Williams said Mayock collect- 
ed a $65,000 cash fee in the tax 
case, with the understanding that 
$30,000 of it was to go to the 
Democratic National Committee. 

But, said Williams, the lawyer 
was confronted with the,problem 
of how-to get the $30,000 into 
the Democratic campaign fund 
without violating the Hatch Act 
bar on individual contributions 
in excess of $5000. 

“As Mr. Mayock explained it”

With these warm words President Eisenhower, 
on Monday, greeted Joseph F. Finnegan in a 
swearing-in ceremony at the White House. Mr. 
Finnegan, 50-year-old industrial relations lawyer 
from New York, is the second Eisenhower ap- 


pointee to hold the office of director of the. 


Federal Mediation and Conciliation Service. 


The President expects much from the Media- 
tion Service and he is fully right in doing so. 
Speaking before the AFL, in the 1952 campaign, 
Mr. Eisenhower, in. criticism of the Truman 
Administration, said: 

It is time we got some responsible leader- 
ship in the Government. Consider how woe- 
fully inefficient is our cbt a Mediation 
and Conciliation Service. F iation 
has fallen into such disrepute that our peo- 
ple have forgotten what it can do. 

In view of the high hopes that Mr. Eisenhower 
has for personnel of the Federal Mediation 
Service, just about the first thing Mr. Finnegan, 
as its new director, ought to do is to look search- 
ingly into the case of Maj. Charles T. Estes. Maj. 
Estes is the highly-regarded mediation officer 
who was dismissed last July 9, while stationed 
in St. Louis, by Director Finnegan's political 
predecessor, Whitley P. McCoy of Alabama. 

. . : 


Maj. Estes is precisely the kind of man 
needed in thé Government service. Born in 
Gainesville, Ga., he was graduated from the 
University of Georgia and then went into busi- 
ness in hts home city. When World War I 
broke out he entered the Army and served with 
credit. After the Armistice he decided to con- 
tinue in uniform and served in China, Japan 
and the Philippines, under Gen. MacArthur. * 


After nearly 10 years in his country’s service, 
by which time he had become a major, he re- 
turned to business from which he entered the 
NRA in 1935. His talents for conciliation and ad- 
justment led him to the Conciliation Service 
three years later. From 1940 on he was liaison 
officer and special assistant to the director. 

The value of Maj. Estes’s work is attested by 
no less a person than Republican business man 
Cyrus 8. Ching, who was for nearly 30 years 
supervisor of industrial relations of the U.S. Rub- 
ber Co. Mr. Ching, director of the mediation sery- 
ice, 1947-’52, swore to the following, Nov. 17: 


One of Charlie Estes’s outstanding char- 
acteristics was his complete, enthusiastic de- 
votion to the Mediation Service. I frequently 
thought he took too much out of himself in 
endeavoring to carry out his assignments, I 
never had from Maj. Estes at any time any- 
thing but loyal and enthusiastic support. 


This testimonial of a prominent Republican 
to Maj. Estes’s loyalty is important because the 
basis for the Estes discharge is that he was “dis 
loyal” to the service. 

How was he disloyal? Well, he once referred 
to the fiscal office of the Mediation Service as 
“money bags.”” Once he spoke of his duty station 
as his “new salt mine.” 

Could charges possibly be more trivial? In any 
case, President Eisenhower on Aug. 25, 1954—s0 
the press reported—on facing “the prospect of 
reading and signing a mountain of bills on ar- 
rival at the summer White House in Denver, 
quipped: ‘Back to the salt mines.’ ” 

So far as we can discover, no one who knows 
anything about this dismissal thinks that it was 
for any reason other than to create a job for 
one of G.O.P. Chairman Hall’s cohorts. For first 
the partisan director, Whitley McCoy, sent Maj. 


Estes to St. Louis. Presumably McCoy thought 


Maj. Estes would resign rather than leave Wash- 
ington. Instead Maj. Estes came to St. Louis, did 
excellent work here afd won the admiration of 
tpany business men and labor leaders.

St. Louis taxpayers may be interested in learn- 
ing that James F. Morrell, a member of the 
School Board’s Old Guard faction, regards the 
recent survey of the system’s non-teaching de- 
partments as “a $50,000 piece of paper.”

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The Precedent Was -s Bubliak 

Missouri, which gave the James boys to the 
annals of crime, now threatens to establish a 
pattern for political crime. Within six weeks the 
state has had two cases of ballot-burglary. - 

On Dec. 27 somebody took 676 absentee bal- 
lots from the Sullivan county clerk’s vault at 
Milan, in north-central ri. Then on Feb. 5 

three masked men forced the Cedar county clerk 
to open his vault at Stockton, in southwest-cen- 
tral Missouri, and made off with 147 ballots. 

A grand jury is investigating the Sullivan 
county affair, and a special state is 
under way in Cedar county. In the latter case 
the 147 stolen ballots apparently could not have 
affected the outcome of any election contests, so 
the supposition is that the ballots were stelen to 
hide forgeries or frauds.

THE TRULY EXCEPTIONAL student, the genius, the 
“powerhouse,” is in a different category. In his case there 
is no time to be lost.

Useless for the eaglet to peck at chickenfeed in the 
barnyard, he will never be_accepted as one of the flock. 
Silly to talk about his social adjustment—there can be, none. 

Sometimes a boy like this deliberately stultifies him- 
self, denies his talents and represses his instinct to soar, 
all in the hope of being accepted as a regular fellow in his 
small high school.

The care of the younger children by the teen-agers is 
part of the program but if- at all possible, no teen-ager 
should be asked to carry the whole responsibility for a 
family under such conditions, though they have done it 
and done it well when faced by the hard facts of necessity.

Back to Woodshed 


By Dr. Paul. Popenoe 


ITH public attention continually directed to the in- 

crease of juvenile delinquency, there is a widespread 

demand for a return to the disciplinary methods tra- 
ditionally administered in the old-fashioned woodshed. The 
call for a strong parental hand reminds us of Solomon’s re- 
mark about sparing the rod and spoiling the child. Before 
parents begin to stock up on hairbrushes and buggy whips 
for this purpose, however, they might well ask what evi- 
dence is available as to their virtue. 

Sociologist Paul H. Landis of the State College of Wash- 
ington, has published some figures that ought to be useful 
to every parent. “Some families,” he observes, “still rear 
their children under the authoritarian pattern. Children in 
such homes receive their morality ready-made from dom- 
ineering parents. Upon reaching adolescence, such young- 
sters find themselves completely unprepared to cope with 
the complex, fast-moving teen-age world. Many of them 
find the freedom of the teen-age world too sudden and its 
demands for self-sufficiency too new.” 


* : 
HE CONTINUES: “The ultimate test of a disciplinary 


pattern is the extent to which it helps the individual reach © 


a place of maturity wherein he can make all decisions for 
himself and face the responsibilities for his own choices, 
whether good or bad. This is the essence of moral adult- 
hood, for, while the child is forgiven his unwise choices, so- 
ciety holds the adult responsible for his own decisions. 

“To compare the effectiveness of the authoritarian and 
democratic administrative patterns in preparing the child 
for the teen-age transition to adulthood, we have been con- 
ducting a series of studies at the State College of Wash- 
ington. 


x «x *® 

“THE GROUP studied was 1900 boys and 2410 girls, 
high school seniors, most of them 17 and 18 years of age. 
We tried to discover the extent to which these young peo- 
ple, who were ready to venture out on their own in col- 
lege, or in the work world, had reached the point of suc- 
cessful adjustment in the various aspects of their interper- 
sonal relationships. Families from which these young peo- 
ple came were classified into three types: Democratic, in- 
termediate and authoritarian. The democratic family was 
defined as one in which children were treated as persons, 
in which children and parents co-operated; the authoritarian 
family, that in which children are subjects governed over 
by parents, where obedience is expected; the intermediate 
was placed between these two extremes. 

“Young people in the democratically administered 
homes were much better adjusted, had fewer problems, had 
less conflict with their parents, were on more confidential 
terms with their parents, were better adjusted to their 
group, to school and’to their community than those in 
authoritarian families.” :

Last Best Meal for the Dying--An Egg 


Woman Tells of Hardships in North Korean Camps—Finally Allowed to Forage for Food

This is the third of a series of 
articles by Mrs. Maria Kilin, a 
stateless White Russian, who, 
with her husband and three 
young children, underwent near- 
ly four years of Communist im- 

mnt in Korea and suf- 
fered incredible hardship. The 
family was the last to be 
released so far by the Reds. 


They are now in this country. 


E lived in the “Camp of 
Hell” until March 1, 1951. 


a short distance, a walk of about 
three hours, to the village of 
Andori. Here, in a former Japa- 
nese military school completely 
surrounded with barbed wire, we 
were billeted with POWs. Our 
women and children were given a 
room inthe hospital—a wretched 
place also called “The Last Stop.” 
Our men were kept with the 
American officers. 

The hospital was pervaded with 
the stench from a latrine. I'm 
afraid the smell of our clothes 
and bodies was no better, We 
had not bathed for months on 
end. There never had been soap 
for us. 

In the hospital, the soldiers 
were required to lie naked while 
their clothes were taken to a 
large vat for steaming. The 
steaming killed the lice and, of 
course, left the garments soaking 
wet. In this wet state they were 
given back to the shivering men, 
who donned them then in the 
bitter winter cold and let them 
dry as best they might from 
body heat. 

Here one of the POWs we 
came to know told us his name 
was Bill. We learned later that 
his last name was Cowart. He 
had suffered from dysentery for 
a long time but finally recovered 
from the disease. He used- to 
sing very sad songs to us and 
many times he told us with tears 
in his eyes how homesick he was. 

Much, much later we learned 
that this poor boy had decided 
to stay with the Communists, to 
join their side, never to return 
home again. We could not be- 
lieve it at first. After what he 
had seen with his own eyes, 
after what he had gone through 
himself! 

Once an American lieutenant 
called in our Msgr. Quinlan as 
an interpreter and asked the Ko- 
rean doctor for medicine. The 
doctor would not even hear the 
request fully made. “Why should 
he have medicine?” he snapped 
at the Monsignor. “He is going 
to die.” 

Kindly Msgr. Quinlan could 
not bring himself to tell this to 
the lieutenant. “He is going to 
give you some later,” he said. 

hen a man was surely dying 
he was given his best meal of 
all—an egg. We knew when 
we saw an egg brought in that 
we could say farewell to an- 
other friend. Sometimes the 
dying man was too ill to eat the 
egg. It was then shared by a 
number of the less sick soldiers. 

After a while we civilians were 
separated from the POWs and 
moved across a small stream, 
still within sight of their camp. 
Here things became a little bet- 
ter for us. We were allowed to 
go to the hills to hunt for edible 
leaves and tree bark. From the 
Korean villagers we learned 
what could be eaten and what 
could not. As spring came on 
we found some small plants and 
roots which we ate. Still later 
we found a kind of tiny wild 
onion that was a great help in 
our diet. 

Still later in-the spring we 
roamed the flooded rice paddies 
hunting for frogs which we 
boiled and ate. Some of our 
men hunted for snakes. Our 
champion snake catcher was the 
Turk, Ahmet Sultan, who caught 
them with his bare hands. The 
Snakes were then roasted and 
eaten. ' ' 

In the woods we began to find 
mushrooms which we gathered 
and ate. In July, I found wild 
raspberries. Clad as scantily as 
possible under the hot sun, I 
used to come back from my 
raspberry excursions all brown 
and covered with atches. 

That summer we were issued 
winter garments of quilted cot- 


each adult was issued a suit of 
underwear, a piece of soap and 
a pair of Korean rubber slippers. 

We were able to live more 
cleanly now. Whoever wished 
to could go to the stream and 
bathe, as often as he desired. 
The water in the stream was so 
clear we could see the stones 
in the bed below. Most impor- 
tant to me was that the stream 
was shallow, and thus not dan- 
gerous for the children. When 
the torrential rains came, 
though, the stream changed to a 
raging torrent. i 

On Aug. 6,.1950, one of the 
civilians of our group, Louis 
Dans, assistant manager of the

Trader’s Exchange in Seoul, an 
American, slipped away during 
the day and escaped. That night 
there was a particularly heavy 
rain and shortly afterward he 
was caught and returned to us. 
I was fearful that under the 
beatings of the guards he would 
tell who had given him the sup- 
plies for his escape. But the 
brave man did not reveal that it 
had been I. After that we were 
forbidden to leave camp and 
Dans, along with five other of 
our men, was transferred to the 
POW camp across the stream. 


ted to go to the hills for for- 

age. Once in three days we 
were allowed to take some of 
what we gathered to the POWs 
across the stream. How eagerly 
they awaited our visits. We were 
ordered not to talk to them- but 
the guard was not always able 
tp prevent us. 

At Kagen Ri, where we had 
been before, 17 of our people 
had died. Here at Andori two 
more died. Of the POWs, how- 
ever, more than 500 lost their 
lives. When one of our group 
died in a hospital we were not 
told of it by the Koreans. Only 
from the POWs could we learn 
who in the hospital was still 
alive and who had died. When 
Eugenii Smirnov, a White Rus- 
sian, was taken to the hospital, 
it was the POWs who told us of 
his end. Later, as though we 
did not know, we asked the doc- 
tor how Smirnov was —pro- 


gressing. 

“Fine, fine,” he said. “Smir- 
nov will soon be well.” 

On the morning of Oct. 9, 
1951, we were told to prepare 
for a move and not to take any- 
thing with us. “You are going 
to a place which will be much 
better for you,” the commandant 
told us. Our hopes soared! 
Maybe the war was over! Per- 
haps we were going home. 

One truck came, not big 
enough for all 38 of us, but we 
climbed aboard together, and off 
we went. We spent two nights 
on the road. 

On Oct, 11, we arrived back 
at Mampo, where we were 
driven to the central criminal 
prison. At the door of the

We were unloaded from the 
trucks and stood in a sort of 
plaza in front of the prison 
building. We could see men 
digging a deep cave tn the hill- 
side near by.

watch over us. There was no 
window for the light of day to 
enter. A small electric light in 
the ceiling was kept burning. 

Breakfast next morning was 
the same as supper the night 
before. Then, to our relief, 
we were allowed to leave the 
cell and go to the street in front 
of the prison to warm ourselves 
in the sun. I was again shocked 
at the appearance of each one 
of us. After only one night in 
the prison we emerged with the 
same ashén pallor, the tired and 
red-rimmed eyes that I had first 
noticed in the police station at 
Pyongyang, more than a year 
before. 

The prison was jammed with 
Korean inmates, more than half 
of whom seemed to be ill. We 
soon learned to distinguish the 
criminals from the war prison- 
ers. The former had their heads 
shaved. The group of Koreans 
next to our cell, with unshaven 
heads, had been South Korean 
missionaries. Of the 81 of their 
number originally arrested, now 
only 35 were left, they told us. 
The rest had died. Of the 35 
an additional 10 had been taken 
away to some place unknown 
and there were, therefore, now 
only 25 left in the prison. They 
told us they had been there for 
a year. 

All of us began to show the 
results of the poor food. Our 
bodies began to swell unnatural- 
ly. Abscesses began to appear 
on the thildren’s legs. If one 
brushed against them they cried 
with pain. 

On the twelfth day after our 
arrival at the Mampo prison we 
were taken out and moved to a 
long, low, barracks-type building 
behind a hill and about 15 min- 
utes’.walk from the prison. This 
building had the usual Korean- 
style heated floor. We all slept 
together, men, women and chil- 
dren. The women and children 
slept closest to the heated end 
of the building and thus were 
warm at night. 


* * = 

UR daily food ration. was 
() pitifully small—a little more, 

perhaps, than 300 grams of 
cabbage seasoned with a little 
salt. Our bodies recame more 
and more bioated. We knew it 
was beri beri. We developed a 
craving for soya beans and asked 
for them again and again. We 
were told there were none avail- 
able. Later we were visited by a 
doctor of prescribed soya beans 
for us—as a medicine. Then at 
last they gave us some. 
lieve those beans saved our lives. 
We soaked them in water, beat 
them to a pulp and then boiled 
the pulp. The result was a kind 
of thick mess which tasted de- 
licious. 

By now we were completely 
without guards, except that oc- 
casionally during the day a ser- 
geant would stop by and look 
sourly in at us for a moment. 

December came and snow 
covered the ground. We felt 
under the snow for what grains 
of food might still be on the 
ground. Sometimes we would 
find a little corn which some 
farmer had failed to gather 
from a tiny mountain patch. But 
these were rare occasions. When 
we came home at evening from 
our daily excursions the chil- 
dren would spy us from afar 
and come running out to meet 
us to see what we had brought 


back. , 

I kept only a little to eat for 
myself. Each day I vowed to 
myself that somehow I would 
remain strong, for I knew that 
the lives’ of my children de- 
pended on me. 

One day a major came and 
told us a house had been selected 
for us, about 10 minutes’ walk 
‘away from the barracks. It con- 
sisted of a single bare room 
with fungus growing all over 
the sod roof. Dirt and mud plas- 
ter kept continually falling to 
the floor 


This new home was a little 
better than the barracks and at

At the end of February 1952, 
an officer arrived from Pyong- 
yang and said he was to be the 
new commandant of our group.

UR food improved a little. 

We were issued 15 grams of 

vegetable oil per person per 
day. This was very little, to be 
sure, but it was so much better 
than nothing. Then, quite as a 
surprise, we suddenly were all 
issued new underwear! This was 
not due to the kindness of the 
new commandant, however, for 
we found him constantly cruel 
and ready to vent his spleen on 
all in sight. 

On one occasion, in April, just 
before Easter, the Chinese 
brought a whole truckload of 
bread forus. Bread! How happy 
we were to say the word and to 
think that soon we would have 
all of it we wished! Next day, 
sure enough, each of us was 
given a roll. It was the subject 
of our conversation for the en- 
tire day. 

In the meantime, the bread 
had been transferred from the 
truck to a warehouse containing 
gasoline. In the process, some 
of the bread crumbled and fell 
to the floor. This we learned

next day when we were each 
given a saucer of floor sweep- 
ings, bread crumbs and dirt 
reeking of gasoline. 

The commandant told us that 
the bread in the warehouse had 
to last us for three months. We 
told him that no bread would 
last that long without becoming 
moldy. He refused to believe 
us. 

i * * 


FTER about a week the bread 

began to turn green, He said 

that the mold was not harm- 
ful and to go right on eating it. 
But we had little chance even 
to eat the moldy bread. Quite 
suddenly one day he locked the 
warehouse and went off on a 
two-week journey, during which 
time we had heavy rains. The 
rain penetrated through the roof 
of the warehouse and the bread 
was soaked. When finally he 
returned and the warehouse was 
opened, the bread was found to 
be black as the earth. Now 
even he agreed that no one 
could eat it. 


He simply transported {ft all 
to a near-by saki brewery and 
traded it for two sacks of corn. 

Throughout the spring we 
were issued, as part of our food, 
a sort of tasteless fern known as 
“kosar.” We could not get away 
from it, and finally the very 
sight of it revolted us. We gave 
it away to the villagers, trading 
it for almost anything they 
would give us. 


One day early in June, the 
commandant was not in too good 
spirits when we reported to 
him for our rations. “From now 
on,” he said, “you are going to 
get nothing but kosar.” 

“Oh,” I said. “And why? Has 
the rest of our food been lost in 
the snow?” 


This made him angry, and he 
began to lecture me. “Why 
should’ we give you food?” he 
demanded to know. 

“So we will not die,” I an- 
swered. 

“You are all evil people!” he 
shouted. “You do nothing but 


During June, 1952, we were 
given clothes and shoes—all in 
adult sizes, including those for 
the children. I was able to alter 
the clothing to fit them fairly 
well but the shoes were a prob- 
lem. Finally the commandant 
told us that if we would give the 
shoes to him he would take 
them to town and trade them for 
smaller sizes. So we did. We 
gave him the shoes and he trad- 
ed them for money, which he 
put in his own pocket. The chil- 
dren went barefoot as before.

When the supposed trap 
is sprung, the only victims are 
apt to be the trapper and his 
partner.

South's hand did not 
warrant the forcing response of 
two hearts over one spade, so 
he compromised with one no- 
trump, but when North then 
mentioned the diamond suit, 
South had good reason to show 
his hearts. North indicated in-

port—and South then went on 
to game. Moreover, South was 
not at all impressed by a double 
coming from a player who had 
chosen to pass originally—hence 
South’s very profitable redouble.
